Young and Duke rocketed off

Once docked to Casper, Young and 
Duke transferred 111 moon rocks 
and soil samples and 1,745 frames of 
film from Orion to Casper’s storage 
lockers.

Gunmen openly man 
fortifications 


BELFAS'r. Northern Ireland (U PD —Gunmen openly 
manned sandbagged fortifications around Roman Catholic 
areas of Londonderry today in anticipation of a British 
army attempt to oust them from the strongholds 
In continuing violence Northern Ireland gunmen wounded 
a policeman, a civilian and a soldier in Londonderry, 
another soldier in Belfast and fought a 30-minute battle 
with militia forces troops along the Irish Republic border. 
In Londonderry UP1 reporter William Carson said 
gunmen wearing stocking masks erected large sandbagged 
fortifications at strategic points leading into the Catholic 
Bogside and Creggan districts during the weekend. 
Today, the gunmen manned the emplacements with sub­ 
machine guns and other weapons. They stopped and ques­ 
tioned all motorists and pedestrians entering the districts. 
The emplacements bristled with barbt'd wire and the green, 
white and orange tricolor of the Irish Republic. 
Spokesman for the Irish Republican Army’s provisional 
and official wings said the emplacements were erected on 
grounds that a full-scale invasion by the British army to 
oust the IRA from the areas was imminent. 
William Whitelaw. Northern Ireland’s new secretary of 
state, last week ruled out an outright onslaught by the army 
into the areas on grounds that it would cost the lives of 
innocent civilians. 
British Prime Minister Edward Heath has said, however, 
that his government could not long tolerate continued IRA 
control of the areas. 


Federal agency a detriment 


WASHINGTON ( U P I ) —A federal agency created to help 
improve conditions for migrant farm workers has actually 
acted to their detriment, according to a Labor Department 
investigation 


Labor Secretary James D Hodgson said he was disap­ 
pointed in the Rural Manpower Service (RMS) and 
announced a 13-point plan to correct abuses. 
“ We have allocated millions of dollars to help thousands 
of migrant workers move out of their traditional work and 
into nonfarm, steady employment...however, it is clear to 
us that our corrective measures have not been strong 
enough and in some cases have not been fully carried out," 
Hodgson said in a weekend report. 
.A special task force named by Hodgson conducted a 10- 
month investigation of RMS activities in 18 states—Ala­ 
bama, Arizona. California. Colorado. Florida. Idaho, 
Illinois, Indiana. Michigan, New Jersey, North Carolina.

NEW YORK (UFH)—W illiam Shakespeare had a piece of 
the action Sunday night when the Broadway theater’s 26th 
annual Tony Awards were announced 
Not that he actually got one of the silvered medallions in 
memoriam. but the musical version of "Two Gentlemen of 
Verona,” which the Bard dashed off some 375 years ago, 
was adjudged the best musical of the March 17, 1971-April 
12, 1972 period, as well as having the best libretto of any 
musical 
In accepting their Tonys tor the latter category, co-libret- 
tists John Guare and .Mel Shapiro had the grace to say 
"thanks to Shakespeare ” 
The best play honor went to a Broadway newcomer, 
young David Rabe, for "Sticks and Bones," an antiwar

In the past It) years plas 
tic and reconstructive facial 
surgery has not only been 
refined and perfected (chief 
ly because surgeons have 
found that the chisel is a far 
better instrument than the 
originally-used saw i but it 
is also no longer so prohibi­ 
tive pricewise Many a mid­ 
dle-aged secretary still wish 
ing to be ornamental as well 
as useful can now aiford to 
indulge in what once was 
available only to the rich. 
But according to Dr. Vic­ 
tor Syracuse and Dr. Ralph 
Dicker of the New York Fa­ 
cial Plastic and Reconstruc­ 
tive Surgery Group, plastic 
surgery is not the product oi 
our enlightened age at all 
“ The Hindus were prob­ 
ably the first to do it—three 
or four thousand years ago,’’ 
Dr. Syracuse said “ Then it 
became popular in Persia 
and Asia Minor. Next the 
Greeks got wind of it Then 
the Romans.” 
The nose was the first op­ 
eration, the good doctor of­ 
fered, because w i t h the 
sword the nose came off 
easily. Also, unfaithful wives 
had their n o s e s cut off 
“ That started it all,” he 
said. Grisly reasons for the 
whole thing but obviously 
the epitome of “ necessity is 
the mother of invention." 
The results of plastic sur­ 
gery have progressed con­ 
siderably in the p a s t 10 
years, according to the two 
specialists. 
“ At one time when a per­ 
son had a nose done,” Dr. 
Dicker said, “ everyone was 
aware of it because of cer­ 
tain imperfections. The tip 
of the nose was a l w a y s 
pinched in. The pinched-in 
look was very prevalent then 
because the surgeon would 
remove skin as well as car-

Nose surgery costs about 
$750 and recovery is quiekei 
now because the instruments 
used are more refined 
While nose surgery is most 
popular , Di Dickei said eye 
surgery is becoming more 
and more in demand “ Aftei 
all,” he said, “ no poet ever 
waxed ecstatic over a beau 
tiful nose 
"With today’s eye make-up 
everyone is eye conscious 
and eye surgery on lids and 
under-eye bags is asked foi 
frequently 
“ You can have a face life 
done but il the eyes are old 
it’s like mixing old and new 
furniture.” 
“ In oldsters,” Sy rac use 
added, “ part oi the peripher­ 
al field may be lost not the 
vision If the skin on each 
eye weighs four grams you 
constantly wink If the eye­ 
brows are falling you feel 
it T h e y push the eyelids 
down farther. And surgery 
could open up a whole new 
vista." 
Every patient is subjected 
to a general physical exam­ 
ination before surgery “ We 
must, for example, 
know 
what’s wrong with the nose 
inside,” Syracuse said “ And 
if there is no hurry and the 
patient thinks she is over­ 
weight, she should reduce 
first to pull up slack before 
complete facial surgery.” 
The neck gets loose, too, 
but most doctors aren’t too 
anxious to do the neck by 
itself. They feel you get a 
better job if the face is done 
first. They believe that if 
you do the face you may find 
you don’t have to do any­ 
thing with the neck at all. 
“ The most i m p o r t a n t 
thing," Dicker said, “ is to 
pull the muscles up and not 
the skin. And this t a k e s 
skill.” A complete face lift 
takes three to four hours in 
surgery and costs a b o u t 
$2,500. 
“ The physician must talk 
to the patient. So complete 
anesthesia is not used unless 
the patient insists. The pa­ 
tient must be awake.” he 
advised, “ in case the doctor 
has to say ‘smile.’ He wants 
no distortions.” 
In nose reconstruction, the 
patient may not get the nose 
she or he planned on. “ All 
we can say.” Dr. Syracuse 
admitted, "is that the new 


nose will be much nicer than 
the old one.” 
On the first visit pictures 
are taken and the patient is 
asked to come back. By that 
t i m e the physicians will 
have drawn on the pictures 
the kind of nose the patient 
will have. But the ultimate 
test comes on the operating 
table. 


“ We can’t listen all the 
time to the patient,” both 
doctors agreed. “ She may 
say, Push my nose up, doc­ 
tor.’ If it’s a short girl, O K 
But a tall girl. no. The doc­ 
tor must rule.”

Quilling revives an ancient art

Are you looking for a new 
kind of craft? Try your hand 
at quilling — the latest of 
the great-grandmother skills 
to be revived for today’s 
handworkers 
Quilling is a technique for 
making intricate, lacy de­ 
signs from narrow strips of 
paper which have been tight­ 
ly rolled around a quill pen— 
hence, the name Today, the 
strips are wound around a 
corsage pin, a toothpick or 
even a knitting needle 
Quilling is believed to have 
been originated by 13th-cen­ 
tury nuns in Europe, to sim­ 
ulate expensive c a r v e d 
ivory. It became so popular 
in the 17th c e n t u r y that 
young ladies were given U*s- 
sons in the craft, and fine 
examples exist in several 
museums 
The basic quilling form is 
made by wrapping a ‘h -inch 
strip of paper tightly around 
a corsage pin, and fastening 
with a drop of glue. With a 
little practice, it’s possible 
to make the coils tight or 
loose, to pinch one end for a 
flower petal shape or both 
ends for a diamond shape; 
to form stars, hearts, leaves 
and various kinds of scrolls 
Once a supply of coils has 
been made up, they are ar- 
langed in an attractive de­ 
sign and glued to a wood or 
fabric background 
You can make all kinds of 
quilled designs, either ab­ 
stract or realistic, and frame 
them for decorations.

LOS ANGELES (UPI)—California Secretary of State 
Edmund G 
Brown Jr has laid some ground rules for 
contributors to referendeum election campaigns, warning 
secret donors they may face criminal prosecution 
"For many years some of the largest and most influential 
corporations and businesses in California have been 
allowed to evade our state election laws with impunity.” 
Brown said Sunday 
Citing a recent court decision in the Proposition 18 case, a 
referendum defeated in 1970, Brown said "that anonymous 
contributions in ballot measure campaigns are illegal and I 
intend to fully implement that court ruling ” 
His comments appeared aimed at reports ol covert 
efforts for and against Proposition 9, the clean environment 
initiative, which will be before California voters this fall 
Brown listed two guidelines, based on a section of the 
California elections code, which would ; 
—Require anyone contributing more than $1,000 to oppose 
or support a ballot measure to file a financial report with 
his office 
—Require any persons or organization receiving more 
than $1,000 to o*pp<jse or support a ballot measure to file a 
report 
with 
his office listing 
the 
source ot 
each 
contribution 
Brown said in the case of Proposition 18. which would 
have authorized spending of gasoline tax funds to combat 
smog and build rapid transit lines, "three large oil compa­ 
nies gave a total of $95,(ХЮ in secret contributions to the 
r^impaign ’ against the measure 
"This kind of action will no longer be permitted,’’ he said 
“These mammoth business interests have operated 
behind a cloak of secrecy in their efforts to influence voters 
and they have frequently pumped massive sums of money 
into campaigns involving ballot propositions.” Brown said

however, 
only 
172,000 
have

cense 
plates. 
The 
rest, whether used 
c o m m ercially 
or 
not, 
h av e 
c o m ­ 
m ercial 
plates 
— 
and pay extra for 
them, $17 annually 
in the case of an 
under 4.000 pound­ 
er. 
There is no way of telling the 
number of Californians who own 
pickup 
trucks 
for 
their 
own 
t r a n s p o r t a t i o n , 
p l e a s u r e 
or 
convenience — but do not have them 
for any com m ercial purposes — who 
have com m ercial license plates on 
their small trucks. 
Why? 
Ask
